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ONE IS VICTIM 
OF HOTEL FIRE 

Historic Capital Hotel Is 
Destroyed By Fire. 

DAMAGE MORE THAN $100,000 

Lieut. Qov. Black and Family 
Rescued by Soldiers From 
Company L. 

Frankfort. Ky., April .">. — One 
• known death and property loss of 
more than $100,0110 accompanied the 
destruction by fire this afternoon of 
the historic Capital Hotel, which 
stands tonight a mere shell of lime- 
stone, the Interior a mass of tang- 
led debris. 

Jjk Frank C. Dudley, of Fairmount', 
^^W. Va., a newspaper man, was taken 

• cut of room 29 an hour after the fire 
]j was discovered unconscious from in- 
haling smoke. Effort* to revive him 

^wlth a lung motor were unavailing. 
/ While they were working with him 
n long-distance call from Fairmount 
came for him, and Prison Commis- 
sioner F. Thomas Hatcher, of Pike- 
vllle. who had Identified him and 
was sitting in the Frankfort Hotel 
lobby, answered the call and gave 
notice of his death. Fifteen years 
ago Dudley ran a Republican news- 
paper at Pikevllle. 
Mfi Thrilling Rescues. 

Thrilling escapes were numerous 
and while a dense volume of smoke 

* was pouring through the building 
from the basement guests were be- 
ing taken from the upper windows 
by ladders. Lieut. Oov. James D. 
Black and Mrs. Black and Miss 
Gertrude Black and Representative 
Mazyck O'Brien barely were saved. 
Mrs. Black was seen at the window 
of thalr suite overlooking the front 
portico on the second floor, where 
they were overcome, and were found 
and helped out bv soldiers of Com- 
pany L, Second Regiment, who as- 
sisted the firemen and formed a cor- 
don about the burning building. 

Ooehel Died There. 

Manager Ed Weitzel said the in- 
surance is more than $25,000 and 
the loss around $100,000. During 
. the sixty-two years of Its existence 
, * the hotel has sheltered all Ken- 
tucky's notables. William Goebel 
died in one of its rooms. 

Appellate Judge John M. Elliott 
was shot and killed by Thomas Bu- 
ff ford near the women's entrance 
March 26, 1879. and the desk In the 
lobbv bore reminders of the famous 
duel between Col. D. G. Colson, of 
Middlesboro, and Lieut. E. D. Scott 
during the Goebel-Taylor contest 
January 18, 1900, In which Scott. 
L. D. Demaree, of Shelbyville, and 
Charles H. Julian, of Frankfort, 
were killed and Colson. B. B. Gol- 
t den. Harry McEwing and O. D. Red- 
path were wounded. 

Manxion Offered As .Shelter. 

Until the Hotel is rebuilt resource- 
ful Frankfort Is making shift to 
take care of her guests. While the 
fire was burning this afternoon cit- 
izens were mingling among the ho- 
tel guests, inviting them to their 
homes. Gov. Stanley and Mrs. Stan- 
ley announced that they would take 
all who would come in the mansion 
and provide cotB. The Elks threw 
open their home .the Henry Clay 
Fire Insurance Company turned 
over the old Y. M. C. A. building for 
sheltering the people and the Lex- 
ington Board of Commerce sent 
word that Lexington would accom- 
modate the overflow. Meanwhile 
other hotels and boarding houses 
placed cots' in rooms to increase 
their capacity. 

Senator J. B. Hiles, of Bracken 
county, said tonight that he was in 
the room next to Frank C. Dudley, 
afterward found dead in room 29. 
but supposed everybody had got out 
abend of him. A negro bellboy said 
he was with Dudley fifteen minutes 
before the tire was discovered and 
trying to make his way back to 
the room when cut off by the smoke.

the value of the Uvea sacrificed In 
It, And, Incredible as audi a state- 
ment must seem, it becomes Intelli- 
gible when we consider that a sin- 
gle well-directed shot can sink in a 
few minutes s battleship that h:\s 
cost more than £2.000,000 to build 
and equip. 

In the Jutland battle we lost three 
battle cruisers — the Queen Mary, 
Indefatigable and Invincible — th e 
aggregate value of which exceeded 
£. r ., 250, 000. In addition to this we 
los| three cruisers — Defense, 'War- 
rior and Black Prince — whose cost 
£3.7f.0.OO0; and eight smaller ves- 
sels, whose value ranged from £100,- 
J 000 to £200,000. Thus our own bill 
' of costs, in destroyed ships of war 
alone, amounted to more than £10.- 
000,000. 

The Cerman loss was greater still, 
for it included four ships— the Kai- 
ser, Hlndenburg. Lutzow and Derf- 
finger — not one of which cost less 
than £2,250,000; thses four vessels 
alone representing £10,000,000. To 
these we must add the Pommern. 
£1 200,000; the Elbing. Wiesbaden 
and Rostcck. £400,000 each; the 
Frauenlob, £250,000; nine destroy- 
ers, £1,200,000, and one submarine 
at £100,000 — making a grand total 
of £13.950,000. 

Thus In ships known to have been 
drsiroyed the actual money loss In 
this one battle amounted to nearly 
IIS, 000,000. 

But the number of ships damaged 
and disabled was still larger,, and 
the cost of repairing them must 
have amounted to a very large sum. 
The precise amount it is naturallv 
Impossible *° ascertain; but, accord- 
ing to expert estimate, it rould not 
be less than 19,000,000, thus rais- 
ing our bill of damuges to £33,000,- 
000. 

And there are some formidable 
items to f-'.low. What of the moun- 
tains of ammunition expended in the 
battle? Kvery time a twelve-inch 
gun is fired with its 850-pound shell 
and its 207-pound of cordite £100 .is 
dissipated. The Indefatigable and 
Invincible each carried eight twelve- 
inch guns, |a addition to 16 of four- 
Inch. Each twelve-inch gun could 
fire three rounds in two minutes; so 
that, assuming the maximum rate 
of firing the expenditure on ammu- 
nition would be at the rate of £1,200 
a minute for one ship alone. For 
the Queen Mary, with her ei^ht 
hirteen-inch guns, the expenditure 
vould be greater still. 

When we consider this, and the 
fact that in the Jutland battle some 
41 vessels were engaged for ten 
hours or so, we can understand that 
the bill for ammunition must have 
I mounted to millions of pounds; 
.'•nd can even credit the estimate of 
27. .'.00, 000 given by an expert. 

Then there is the cost of fuel. A 
battle cruiser at full speed con- 
sumes 1.000 tons of fuel In a day; 
and when we consider the hours of 
fighting, the long distances covered 
to and from the scene of the battle 
and the number of Bliips engaged in 
both fleets an allowance of £90,000 
does not seem excessive. 

Thus adding the items together 
we reach a total of over £40,000,- 
000 for the actual money loss In this 
one battle in which only portions of 
• be two fleets were engaged. If we 
add £20.000,000, the estimated val- 
ue te the nations of the lives lost, 
we reach the appnlllng total of over 
£60,000.000 as the cost of a few 
hours' modern lighting on the

House of Commons in favor of wom- 
ii n suffrage. 

The Premier said lie welcomed 
(lie recommendation in lavor of wo- 
l.ian suffrage which was made in the 
program for electoral reform moved 
by former Premier Asquith.

He favored a generous extension 
of the electoral franchise by reduc- 
ing to three months the period for 
qualifying for -voting, and by as

FOOD BILL OF AVERAGE FAMILY 
INCREASED (339 TO $425 PER YEAR 



Washington. I). C. — The annual 
tood bill of the average family has 
grown from $339. 3u in 1 Ml 3 to 
MS6.B4 at present, the Department 
<if labor stated in a review of food 
prices. In tne years the depart- 
ment's experts estimate the advance 
in the cost of food has so far out- 
stripped wage Increases that the 
workman who drew $3 a daV in 
1 tto7 now finds himself just 69 
cents a day worse off. 

The heaviest increase in food 
prices during the last four years is 
shown in potatoes, the cost of which 
hag risen from $18.96 to $44.69. 
Other large increases are in eggs, 
from $33.01 to $43.07; flour, $15.12 
to $25.40; butter, $45.72 to $54.78. 
Of the whole Hst of foods only sir- 
loin and round steak .are cheaper 
than five years ago. 

'In the period from January 15 to 
February 15 food prices took a 4 
per cent. jump. Onions led with a 
77 per cent. Increase. Potatoes went 
up 30 per cent. Eggs alone decreas- 
ed In nrlce. 

It is estimated that If a dollar's 
worth of food bought in 1907 weigh- 
ed ten pounds It would weigh today 
a trifle more than seven pounds. 

"Despite the average increase of | 
19 per cent, in wages an hour In the 
last ten years." says the Depart- 
ment's statement, "and despite a cut 
In hours worked of 4 per ceitt., the 
rising cost of foods has operated to 
reduce the pay of the American

workingnian about 16 per cent., ex- 
pressed in terms nf food his dollar 
will buy. A workingnian who made 
$3 a day in 1907, working ten hours 
a day, in 1916 worked nine hours 
and thirty-six minutes a day and 
drew $3.48 for it; but it cost him 
$4.17 to buy the same quantity of 
food his $3 would rover in 1907. 

"The averages of food and of pay 
(nullified by reductions in hours 
worked rose at about the same rate 
from 1912 to 1915, so that during 
that time vages would pay for 
about eben quantities of food each 
year. Actually, workers enjoyed 
better conditions in 1915 t|han In 
1912, because they had more and 
steadier work. But war losseg got 
into the equation in 1916 and push- 
ed up food prices faster than wages. 
There were some crop shortages 
also, which contributed their share. 
Besides this, however, there Is rea- 
son to fear that other elements are 
conspiring to raise prices. 

"Cold storage, rebllliug, reship- 
ping and withholding of commodi- 
ties from market are suspected to 
contribute to the present abnormal 
rise In the prices of food. Whether 
some persons have conspired* to en- 
gross the markets the Department 
of Labor cannot state. But the re- 
ports of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics seem to lend some color to such 
an opinion, viewed In the light of 
conditions revealed by a comparison 
of tlgure B through a range of years."

teen stars. This Is displayed on r 
ground of red. the flag Itrelf beitr 
blue.

In on< 
large five-pointed white atar, encir 
clei! hy a row of forty-eight star 
representing the States In the Pnion 
It floats over the port rochere of the 
White Huns,., and is in a straight 
line with the staff of the Pnited 
States flag, which flies from the
